^Prefatory  U\Q)tc 


TI  IE  present  sale,  in  the  main,  consists  <>l  two  private  collec- 
tions, which  viewed  conjointly  present  an  extensive  field  to 
lovers  ol  fine  American  furniture  and  decorations. 

The  late  Dr.  Dudley  1  lenry  Morris'  collection,  taken  largely, 
show  s  American  cabinetwork  in  its  simpler  I  onus,  consisting,  as  it 
does,  ol  pieces  chiefly  in  maple  and  pine,  and  other  solt  woods,  and 
some  in  walnut.  Especially  to  be  commended  are  the  fine  Windsor 
chairs  and  tavern  pieces,  numbering  stretchered  tables,  dressers,  and 
settles.  This  furniture,  together  with  decorative  objects,  such  as 
silver,  pewter,  glass,  Staffordshire  ware,  and  hooked  rugs,  was  orig- 
inally in  his  residence  at  Riverdale,  N.  Y.,  and  subsequently  removed 
to  his  home  at  Charlottesville,  Va.  Until  this  sale,  these  effects 
were  always  in  use  by  the  deceased  and  his  mother  in  one  or  another 
ol  his  late  residences,  and  prior  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Morris  became 
the  property  of  Mrs.  George  F.  Morris,  by  whose  order  they  arc- 
now  sold.  Excellent  taste  in  the  arrangement  of  the  furniture,  the 
planning  of  the  decorations  to  harmonize,  and  the  appropriateness 
of  the  architecture,  as  seen  in  the  illustrations  in  the  catalogue,  re- 
sulted in  integral  artistic  creations,  the  breaking  up  of  which  is 
highly  regrettable  and  dictated  only  by  imperative  financial  needs. 

The  collection  formed  by  the  late  Arthur  E.  Cole  of  Baltimore, 
Md.,  show  s  American  cabinetwork  in  its  more  sophisticated  forms. 
Here  are  beautifully  inlaid  Pembroke  and  card  tables  and  larger 
pieces  in  the  Hepplewhite  manner,  Chippendale  and  Sheraton  chairs, 
secretaries,  and  sideboards,  originating  chiefly  in  the  localities  of 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  and  some  of  which  are  identified  with 
old  distinguished  families  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 

From  other  sources  comes  fine  Early  American  silver,  including 
examples  by  Paul  Revere,  Samuel  Edwards,  Rufus  Greene,  Joseph 
Copp,  Benjamin  Pierpont,  Benjamin  Burt,  and  other  important 
Boston  and  Rhode  Island  silversmiths.
